Perry, aged 87, one of the most noted 
physicians of the state' and one of 
Exeter's most respected citizens, died 
at his home in the square at mid- 
night.

His mother was a daughter

His grandfath- 
er, Nathan Perry of Norton, Mass., 
served in the revolution and partici- 
pated in the operations at Dorchester 
Heights.
